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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because Fig. 1 fails to label component boxes. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include 
all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 
and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: the specification fails to disclose the claimed computer readable medium 
in claims 10 and 19. 

Note: Since the specification does not provide definition of the computer readable 
medium , the claimed computer readable medium is being treated to exclude transmission, or 
communication type of medium. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 8 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 8 and 17 claimed "a computer program" which 
does not falls into any statutory category. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claims 7 and 16, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schoenbeck et 
al. [US 6,029,508]. 

Regarding claims 1-2, 6: Schoenbeck discloses a method of transmitting monitoring 
information from a monitoring site (20) at vehicle (15) to a remote site, comprising 
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receiving monitoring information at the monitoring site via receiver (39), processing the 
monitoring data to from a human viewable representation signal (waveform 40) and 
transmitting the human viewable representation signal (40) to a remote site (30) [see Figs. 
1-2, col. 4, lines 1-15]. 

Regarding claim 3: Schoenbeck further teaches of transmitting control instruction from 
the remote site to the monitoring site (col. 4, lines 29-34]. 

Regarding claim 4: The remote site (31) to derive monitoring data by demodulation 
received RF signal from the monitoring site . 

Regarding claims 5 and 12-15: Schoenbeck shows a display processing or computer 
(26) which processes to form a human viewable representation signal (40) [col. 3, lines 1- 
15]. 

Regarding claims 7 and 16: Schoenbeck discloses the monitoring information is a 
vehicle test information [col. 3, lines 1-15]. 

Regarding claims 8-10 and 17-19: Schoenbeck discloses a processing circuit (26) 
includes one or more microprocessors operates to generate display data [see col. 3, lines 
5-10], that constitutes of a computer readable medium storing a computer program 
configured to run under the instructions of a computer program as claimed.
